The na- 
tion's chief executive was the guest 
of the city of Denver for two and one- 
half hours and the people, regardless 
of political affiliations, greeted him 
with a warmth and heartiness of wel- 
come not exceeded on his transcon- 


. tinental tour. 
The city's ordinary 


population, with thousands of vis- 
itors from other parts of the state, 
was massed along the streets and 
avenues of the line of march, at the 
state capitol grounds and in city 
park, and all had an opportunity of 
getting a good look at ' the distin- 
guished guest during his drive over 
a route about six miles in length, 
which was the principal feature of the 
program for the day.

had proclaimed a holiday, schools' 
were closed, business houses were 
closed and beautiful decorations were 
displayed on the capitol and many 
business buildings and residences in 
the streets traversed by the proces- 
sion.

By the time the police arrived some 


of the combatants had fled to the 
street. As the policemen entered the 
church those on the outside returned 
to the fight, armed with clubs, stones 
and revolvers. Those within left off 
fighting with each other and unitedly 
beset the police. Those from without 
fired into the patrolmen 
from the 


rear. 


Women and children cried out in 


terror at the sight and many men 
ran from the church or leaped out 
of windows. Then 
the'policemen 


drew revolvers and 
threatened to 


shoot unless order prevailed. 
The 


affrighted combatants ceased fight- 
ing and the policemen began to make 
arrests. Of all the persons' injured 
none had to be taken to a hospital. 
Father Kollar, who "entered into the 
midst of the fighting in an effort to 
calm his parishioners, escaped unin- 
jured. Many arrests were made dur- 
ing, the day, but no one knows ex- 
actly who started the fight or what 
it was about

theory that at some time she suffered a dis- 
appointment In love. 


Miss Newman has always been Indepen- 


dent In action. Old Mountain Phelps. the fa- 
mous guide of the Keene Valley and Mount 
Marcy country, who was one of the first to 
welcome her to the Adirondack, had some 
Interesting experiences «» chief guide other 
party on a trip over Mount Marcy and some 
neighboring peaks. 


In those days Mount Marcy was re^ardcfl 


as a difficult task for a rain of considerable 
physical endurance, and Mountain Phelpj 
was Inclined to question whether these 
women could make the Journey. At the flrit 
difficult place Phelps was at the aide of Mlas 
Newman to assist her. but she said that If 
she couldn't climb that mountain alone she 
wouldn't go. 


Phelps was angered and tramped up the 


mountain trail for several hours without 
giving further attention to the women until 
finally he heard a squeal behind him ana 
turned to see Miss Newman sitting In a pool 
of mud and water, where «be had fallen. 


Without waiting to ask her If he mlartit 


be permitted he grasped her by the shoulders 
and lifted ber to n better footing on the 
trail. She didn't object. 


Miss Newman says that she entered the 


Adirondack Mountains with the object of 
making sketches a little more than twenty- 
six years ago. ^After extended travel she de- 
cided upon the location of ber farm. It Is on 
a plateau, surrounded !>>•• the highest peaks 


through her efforts over 200 acres have been 
cleared. 


Ber experience with wheat and hard corn 


was expensive. The fertilizer had to be 
drawn to the top of the mountain on stone- 
boats by oxen, and tbe wheat when har- 
vested was brought down the mountain tr»» 
same way. 
It cost when m»de Into floor 


about $15 per barrel, but Miss Newman naa 
demonstrated that "can't" was not In her 
vocabulary. The raisins of bard «<"7,1.**? 
experiment often attempted In the A°J™°; 
dacks. but It was. never successful until»»» 
Newman grew It and bad It ground ln«» 
corn meal. 


For years M1ss Newman worked like a man 


on her farm. She cared for her ovrn horses, 
did her own driving, assisted tie <B«n 'n 
harvesting the crops and was active In the 
various duties of the farm until she fell 
and broke her hip about two years ago. She 
Is a busy woman to-day In the nvoagemint 
of th« affairs of her estate, but she does not 
engage In the matins! labor which character- 
ized her earlier years In North Elba.

She 
ban always been fond ot fine horses and 
wotild tolerate none that was not of good 
breed and In excellent condition.

Transplanting Teeth, 


.The last and most'Ingenious resort ol 
the dental surgeon Is "implantation -tjat 
is. the setting of new teeth Into the jaw. 
Fbr this purpose real tecOi are employed 
aad not artificial ones. Cocaine havingbe^n 
flrst applied for producing local anaesthesia, 
"hole Is drilled Si the Jawbone and Into tWt 
socket a good tooth, newly drawn from 
somebody's jaw, Is set. 
If the patient Is young ana vigorous thf 


ossepu's structure soon closes around it, and 
by the time the gum is healed the tooth is 
ready for use. It should last from tnr<>< t« . 
ton yenrs. In the case of au elderly or fee- 
ble person It uiny be fastened in place by. 
silver wire passing around the jawbone.

The root ol a freshly extracted tooth is 


covered with a delicate membrane called the 
"periceroeutum." the vitality of which m.v 
teriallv assists the combining of the tissues. . 
Unless the grinder is directly transferred 
the vitality o£ this membrane must be artl-- 
ficlally preserved. One way of doing it Is 


I to graft the tooth temporarily Into the comb-' 


of a cock, that part of the fowl bclng'well 
fed with blood, .is may be seen from'Its redi 
ness.

of Polish freedom and were awaiting 
tho excursion train to pull up on a 
siding of the Lake Shore road. 


The visitors were 
gathered 
in 


groups and were scattered along the 
Grand Trunk track, which parallels 
the Lake Shore at the scene of the 
catastrophe, Dequinder and Canfield 
streets. No one had warned them 
of the near approach of the through 
train from the west, which is dus 
here about 8:30. 


The dead and injured, 
so far as 


knows, are as follows:

, The excursion train came in sight 
of the crowds a few minutes after 8 
o'clock.

Everyone "who had been standing on 
the Lake Shore track scampered to 
one side:—to join their friends who 
stood on the Graad Trunk roadway. 
Thus it was that • the entire party 
was assembled in a compact mass 
when the through train thundered in 
sight. 


The Grand Trunk express had not 


been flagged nor had any signal been 
arranged for at the point the excur- 
sionists were to embark. This proba- 
bly accounts for the catastrophe. The 
through train was runring at a. fair 
rate of speed, it being within tie city 
confines, and its momentum was so 
great that the engineer was unabla 
to check ths engine in time. There 
is a slight curve before, the junction 
of Car.field and Dequinder streets is 
reached, and the mammoth locomo- 
tive, with its glaring headlight and 
hissing steam-vent, was almost in 
the unsuspecting crowd before it was 
realized that death impended.
